REMARKS

in the Sequence Listing filed on April 7, 2000. In particular, an Asparagine (Asn) residue should 
have been included at position 28 of SEQ ID NO: 19. This error has been corrected in the 
presently-submitted Sequence Listing. Figure 5 of the application as filed (Fragment 1) 
contained the correct amino acid sequence depicted in SEQ ID NO: 19. No new matter has been 
added.
